STATFS  ROAD  WORK. 


Connecticut  Will  Build  Trunk  Roads  on 
a  Uniform  Plan. 

Eveu  a  year  ago  the  proposition  to 
bond  the  state  of  (."onnecticut  for 
$5,000,000  or  $G.OoO.(^iO  in  order  to 
build  good  roads  would  have  In-cn  re- 
garded as  visionary.  While  the  auto- 
mobilists  would  have  Iteen  glad  of  the 
roads  which  would  result  from  such 
a  coui"se,  it  is  doubtful  If  even  they 
would  have  looktMl  iiixm  such  a  plau 
as  other  than  a  little  too  ambitious  to 
go  tbrouKh.  and  the  farmers  wouldn't 
have  considered  It  for  a  moment.  Now 
the  situation  has  so  changed  that  the 
farmers  are  actually  asking  the  com- 
mittee to  report  a  good  sized  l)ond  is- 
sue to  be  available  for  imjiroved  road- 
ways at  al>out  a  million  a  year,  writes 
a  New  Haven  corresi>oudent  of  tbe 
Bostmi  Transcript. 

ConiH'cticut  has  doue  much  toward 
acquiring  good  roads  as  a  state,  and 
yet  it  is  the  fact  that  the  state  has  no 
system  of  good  n»ads  today  worthy  the 
name,  and  while  there  are  stretches  of 
road  iu  different  sections  wtii<  h  have 
been  well  built  and  liuilt  to  last  iu  a 
general  way  the  expenditure  of  money 
does  not  show. 

The  basis  of  tlie  new  plau  which 
s*H>ms  likely  to  receive  the  support  of 
the  general  assembly  consists  in  tiie 
state's  taking  over  aljsolurely  ail  trunk 
roads.  The  state  will  be  entirely  re- 
sjxmslble  for  tliese  roads,  and  with  an 
appropriation  of  a  million  a  year  It 
won't  Ik?  long  l>efore  <"onnecticut  will 
have  a  state  wide  network  of  lirstelass 
roads.  Certain  concessions  in  the  mat- 
ter of  choosing  the  road  to  be  improv- 
ed will  Ik?  made  to  tin;  local  authori- 
ties, but  it  must  be  a  trunk  road. 

The  state  will  go  into  the  roadmak- 
Ing  business  on  a  large  scale,  will  have 
its  own  tran  nnk  <iuarries  or  take  the 
entire  output  of  private  <iuarries,  will 
have  its  own  stone  crushers  and  all 
the  other  necessities  for  successful 
roadmakini;.  will  employ  its  own  fore- 
men and  insjM'ctors  and  will  go  at  the 
whole  business  on  a  uniform  plau. 
Not  the  least  of  the  Ix-netits  of  the 
scheme  will  be  the  fact  that  the  towns 
will  have  their  own  road  a]ipropria- 
tions  intact  to  spend  on  roads  leading 
to  the  trunk  lines  improved  by  the 
state.  It  Is  proposed  to  bring  the  high- 
way commissioner  Into  even  closer 
touch  with  the  autoiuobilists  by  giv 
ing  him  an  auto  In  which  to  travel 
from  town  to  town  overscci'r.:  the 
roa<l  building.  And,  incidentally,  all 
the  taxes  on  autos  coining  to  the  state 
will  be  spent  on  gooii  rojids.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  proceeds  from  tbe  bond  is- 
sue. 


Plan  of  Farmers  to  Build  Roads. 

A  nu!nl>er  of  prominent  farmers  of 
Charlestown  townsliij).  In  ("I.irk  coun 
ty.  have  originated  n  plan  for  the 
building  of  free  gravel  roads  proposed 
in  that  township.  sn>s  a  .leffersonville 
(Isid.i  corres|K)ndent  of  the  St.  Louis 
Tost  I>lspatch.  The  bids  submitted  for 
the  work  were  so  high  that  the  farm- 
ers decided  to  have  the  work  done  un- 
der their  own  supervision,  thus*  l>eing 
assured  that  it  would  Ix'  done  satisfac- 
torily, and  save  to  tliemseives  tlie  protit 
that  ordinarily  gf>es  to  the  (Contractor 
Should  this  plan  vvork  out  sncc4>ssfully. 
as  it  Is  believed  it  will,  the  residents  of 
other  townships  In  ('lark  county  will 
ado])f  if.  As  far  as  is  known  at  Jeflfer- 
sonville.  this  will  be  the  tii-st  time  such 
a  plau  was  ever  trie<l  in  Indiana. 

Need  of  Better  Country  Roads. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  chaml>er  of  com 
merce,  Jamestown.  N.  Y.,  Luis  Jack- 
eon,  Indnstrlal  commiariiMr  of  the 

Erie  railroad,  recently  spo^e  on  the 
great  physical  impr(jr\'ements  In  ever>' 
line  of  industry  and  referred  particu- 
larly to  the  cost  of  hauling  crops  hy 
teams  from  farms  to  railroad  stations. 
Mr.  Jackson  gave  facts  and  figures 
along  this  line  secured  from  data  pub- 
lished by  the  department  of  .-igricul- 
ture.  by  which  he  showed  that  the  av- 
erage cost  of  team  haul  on  twenty 
three  different  kinds  of  agricultural 
products  was  11  cents  per  100  pounds, 
and  the  average  cost  per  ton  mile  2^ 
cents.  These  figures  he  thought  em 
phasised  tbe  necessity  tor  better  roads. 


Rural  Delivery  Notes 


Rural  Mall  CarHer  B.  8.  JcAns  of 
Ix>raln,  O.,  carrier  on  route  No.  1  west, 
has  received  a  powerful  motorcycle  for 
use  on  bis  roate,  aajs  tbe  Cdumbus 
Diapatdi.  It  is  said  that  Johns  is  the 
first  to  nee  a  motorc7cle  In  the  delivery 
of  mail  on  country  rontes,  and  if  the 
experiment  proves  a  saccess,  carriers 
all  over  Ohio  maj  take  up  the  idea,  as 
it  is  modi  cheaper  than  to  use  a  horse, 
after  the  first  cost  Johns  has  some  of 
the  roughest  roads  iu  tbe  Lrarain  sec 
tion  to  cover  aad  his  route  extends 
some  twoity^e  miles.  In  a  test  mn 
be  covered  the  territory  and  delivered 
his  wnal  amount  of  mail  matter  in  an 
taoVs  less  time  than  ftmnerty.  He  ex 
ptets  to  cut  this  down  a  half  hour 
more  when  he  becomes  tfaoroui^y  fa- 
miliar with  his  machine. 

The  rural  mail  service  has  developed 
into  a  regular  matrimonial  bureau,  ac- 
cording to  a  Washington  dispatch  to 
the'  St,  Paul  Pioneer  Press.  It  hi  esti- 
mated that  more  thanJOO  mral  car- 
riers are  married  weekly,  aad  in  &J 
per  cent  of  tbe  cases  the  contracting 
parties  are  brought  together  on  the 
mral  routes.

Chicago,  April  13.— An  advance  ab- 
stract of  statistics  of  American  rail- 
ways for  the  year  ending  June  30. 
1908.  as  compiled  hy  the  bureau  of 
railway  news  and  statistics,  was  made 
public  by  Slason  Thompson,  manager 
of  the  bureau.  The  repeet  says: 

"Instead  of  a  decrease  of  only  $164,- 
564.941  in  gross  earnings  as  the  result 
of  tbe  temporary  financial  depression' 
of  1907-08.  as  set  forth  in  the  rrellm- 
inary  income  repMt  (rf  the  Interstate 
commerce  comndssiea  for  the  year 
ending  Jwie  M,  1908.  the  panic  of 
1907  resulted  in  a  loss  of  over  |330.- 
000,000. 

"The  lose  in  pet  earnings  is  shown 
to  have  been  1129.640.460  instead  of 
1111.051.006.  as  given  tn  the  commis- 
sion's sttaement.  ^e- Scent  passen- 
ger fare  Iegislati<m  eaused  a  loss  of 
125,000.000  in  gross  euniags.  although 
more  passengers  were  carried.  This 
Is  accounted  for  by  a  reduction  In  av- 
erage receipts  per  passenger  per  mile 
on  94  per  cent  of  the  mileage  from 
2.014  cents  in  1907  to  1.932  in  1908. 

"The  heavy  loss  in  net  earnings  is 
partly  accounted  fOr  by  the  expend- 
iture of  approximately  132.000,000  ne- 
cessitated by  arbitrary  innovations  in 
accounting  methods  and  requirement!^ 
In  regard  to  the  hours  and  conditioi<s 
of  labor  of  certain  classes  of  em- 
ployes."

WashingtoB.  Atrll  18.— The  amend- 
ed tariff  bill  is  i«j'v  on  t'ae  senate  cal- 
•ad»T,  and  by  aa  agreemeut  reached 
00  the  fioor.  consideration  of  the 
meaaure  will  begin  an  Thursday.  The 
bill  was  laid  before  the  finance  com- 
niSttee,  witb  the  Democratic  members 
present,  and  after  30  minutes'  parley- 
ing a  vote  was  taken  on  the  question 
of  making  a  report  to  the  senate,  all 
of  the  Republicans  voting  in  the  af- 
firmative and  the  DemocratK  in  the 
negative.  Soon  after  the  seuute  met 
Senator  Aldricb  presented  the  amend- 
ed bill.  Senator  Daniel  on  behalf  of 
the  minority  protested  that  the  Dem- 
ocrats had  not  been  given  an  opportu- 
nity to  examine  the  measure,  and  Mr. 
Aldrich  replied  that  they  couhl  make 
their  examination  by  Thursday.  He 
stated  also  that  as  the  majority  ia  re- 
sponsible for  the  bill,  its  course  in 
hastening  the  report  was  warranted. 

Ab  reported  the  bill  does  not  ton- 
tain  all  of  the  changes  in  rates  which 
the  finance  committee  proposes  to 
make.  Although  several  important 
aniendments.  such  as  the  restoration 
of  the  Dingley  rates  on  women's 
gloves  and  hosiery,  the  pla-ing  of 
works  of  art  on  the  free  list  and  the 
assessment  of  a  duty  on  Iron  ore  havo 
been  made,  the  revenue  producing 
possibilities  of  the  bill  are  little 
changed.  The  Increases  are  provided 
mainly  in  the  schedule  covering  lux- 
uries, the  entire  liquor  schedule  being 
materially  advanced.  The  increase 
on  wines  and  spirits  is  expected  to 
bring  in  about  $3,000,000  additional 
revenue.  Senator  Aldrich  stated  that 
the  committee  realizes  that  the  In- 
creases thus  far  recommended  will 
not  be  sufficient  to  counterbalanc  e  the 
loss  in  revenues  that  will  result  from 
the  roductlons  and  the  lengthening  of 
the  free  list.  This  shortage  will  ne- 
cessitate further  increases  on  certain 
luxuries,  aiwd  the  committee  intends 
to  repoit  soiiic  changes  at  aa  early 
date  which  it  will  ask  the  senate  to 
adopt. 

In  discussing  the  revenue  features 
of  the  bill  Senator  Aldricb  msisted 
that  as  it  wili  l>e  amended  by  the 
3enate  the  Piqrne  bill  will  provide  suf- 
ficient funds  to  meet  the  expenses  of 
the  government  without  reaortiag  to 
any  but  import  taxes. 

No  -  maximum  and  minimum  pro- 
visiOna  or  administrative  features 
whli^  include  additional  forms  of  tax- 
ation were  reported  in  the  bill.  These 
sections  of  the  measure  are  to  receive 
the  joint  consideration  of  the  itepul)- 
lican  and  Democratic  members  of  the 
Unance  committee,  and  may  riot  be 
reported  for  three  weeks  or  more. 
Several  of  the  revenue  features  are 
dependent  upon  the  action  which  the 
committee  will  take  in  regard  to 
these  sections.  Besides  the  dutiable 
and  free  lists,  the  only  addition-il  pro- 
vision of  the  Payne  bill  reported  was 
^.he  Philippine  free  trade  provision. 

While  not  changing  the  purport  of 
the  Philippine  section,  the  commit- 
tee's report  included  a  new  dfaft  of 
thia  provision  by  which  Its  successful 
operation  will  be  assured.  It  bad 
been  suggested  that  the  provialon  for 
the  free  entry  of  300,000  tons  of  sugar 
and  300,4>Q0  pooads  of  tobacco  would 
pwratt  the  importatlcm  under  these 
limitations  of  ptMvcta  from  neighbor- 
ing ialands  through  their  Impo^tion 
Into  the  Phijippines.  This  danger  has 
been  iellmlnated  by  making  these 
prodacta  dutiable  when  imported  inta 
the  .Phillpplnea. 

Changes  were  made  in  the  cptton 
and  wool  schedulea  of  interest  largely 
to  the  maaufactorers  of  cotton  and 
woolen  cloths.  The  action  of  the 
flnanoe  committee  in  maintaining  the 
high  rata  o(  doty  which  it  placed  on 
tops  at  the  time  the  D|n|^,'bill  waa 
under  oonaideration  aad-'HWiih  ao^r 
standa  in  the  preaent  lair,  wHl  un- 
doubtedly reopen  the  controvenif  on 
the  wio«l  achedules. 

By  reatoring  the  Dingley  ratea  to 
barley  and  bariey  malt,  ^d  by  re- 
ducing the  taxation  on  th^  breakfast 
table  ,  hv^ieiltlias,  down  th««4vtlif  on 
cotfee  snbitltiitea  and  plating  eocoa 
on  the  free  list,  the  sen^  i^end- 
menta  to  the  Payne  bill  praeent  |^  bid 
for  popular  tavpr.  'Tba  aaoMroaa  in* 
creaaea  in  the  agricnHaral  idMdnla, 
inte^ided  for  the  pratectloii  of.  t|M 
Am<M4caA  favmer,  and  provided  for 
among  the  amendmenta  largely 
through  tin  efforta  of  Senator  Mc- 
Cumber,  a  new  memliar  of  the  com- 
mittee frem  the  west,  were  framed 
with  a  view  to  gaining  favorable  erit* 
tciam.
